—The greatest possible speed of a rail­ 
road engine has often been discussed and 
is still a much mooted question and theer- 
fore T h e T e l e g rap h is gratified to give 
an authentic statement made from actual 
tests by the very best machines yet made. 
In an English discussion of railway 
speeds it appears that rigid tests with a 
Bristol and Exeter engine, with nine foot 
single driving wheels, gave eighty miles 
an hour a 9 the greatest attainable rate 
down an incline of 1 in 90 with no load, 
siDgle car reducing "tliie to seventy-eight 
miles. 
A great western engine, with 
eight foot wheels, could do no better than 
seventy-eight miles down 1—100. On a 
level or ascending grade the maixmum 
can be but little more than sixty miles an 
hour. 
As these engines were designed 
especially for giving the greatest possible 
speed, it is affirmed that no modern mo­ 
tors are adapted for beating their records 
and that reports of train running at more 
than seventy five miles an hour, even for 
the shortest distances must be due to in­ 
accurate timing or other errors.

RESPONDING TO A VETO. 


CRITICISM OF THE PRESIDENT’S RE­ 
MARKS ON THE FENSION BILL. 


TKeport in Favor of 
the Kill, Min

W am iingtoh C ity, Feb . 21. —Tho report 
of tho committee or» i*ui8 iona to tho homo on 
the president's v eto of tho dependant pen­ 
sions b ill, made Saturday, wts forth that no 
ob jection is wade to the b ill b y tho presi­ 
dent on the ground of constitutionality; 
that the first section of the b ill is not notirv v l 
b y tho message, although it emb odies an in­ 
dependent proposition, and is in the form 
urged b y the secretary of tho interior in his 
iast annual report; and whether tho 
p re si­ 
dent approv es or disapprov es of 
the first 
suction is unknown. 
The president's ob jec­ 
tions, that th» * b ill is v ague in iu prov isions, 
and that it might apply to v arious grades of 
disab ility or dependency, are analysed, and 
tho committee sub mits, for the judgm ent of 
the house, that those who framed the b ill 
aft r months of consideration hav e made no 
mistake, and hav e confined tho b ill to one 
well-defined class, consisting of those totally 
disab led or dependent on their daily lub or 
for support. 
The committee regrets tho strained inter­ 
pretation put on the b ill in the message as 
an excuse rather than a reason for returning 
it to tho house. 
The committee cannot un­ 
derstand how the president could hav e ov er­ 
looked in another measure (tho Mexican 
pension b ill) what are alleged to b o faults in 
the present measure. 
The commltteo b e- 
liev es that this distinction will not b e in­ 
dorsed b y tho patriotic sentiment of 
the 
country, and thinks that tho pifcsident’s esti­ 
mate of the exi*mdituro which tho enact­ 
m ent of the b ill would make necessary is ex­ 
trav agant, ami asserts that no consideration 
of possib le cost should b o allowed to enter 
into tho question.. 
Considering the question as one of money 
expediency the committee thinks that tho 
surplus in the treasury could not b e restored 
to the people iu a b etter manner than that 
proposed b y the b ill.* It would go to the peo­ 
ple In small amounts, and not to huge mo­ 
nopolies. 
The measure had b een asked for 
on ev ery hand. 
Protests 
against it had 
come only from money centers. The general 
tone of tho message was to b o taken us an 
expression in adv ance of the president’s pur­ 
pose to use the executiv e power against fu r­ 
ther legislation that would add any new 
class to tho pension list, b ased on tho idea 
that the country was against it. 
There was 
a sentiment of that kind, b ut tb o committee 
thought it was not a controlling one. 
The 
country did not wish that tho defenders of 
the nation’s honor and life should liv o in 
misory and w ant during their declining 
years. 
The committee further b eliev es that 
if more taxes, or a different kind of taxes, 
were necessary to m eet tho demand, they 
would to cheerfully paid b y the people. The 
commit tee therefore .sub mitsJts b ill again for 
the judgm ent of tho house, and asks that it 
receiv e the most rigid criticism, lieliev ing 
that it will tend to strengthen ratiier than to 
weaken it. 
In conclusion tho committee 
recommends without a dissenting v oice that 
the hill pass notwithstanding the ob jections 
of the president. 
Applause greeted tho con­ 
cluding sentences.

Then he stripped himself, made sev eral pairs 
o f deep gashes iu different parts o f his bo dy,

passed the 
skewer 
thro ugh 
these 
gashes under 
the 
skin. 
He 
put three 
such skewers in each leg and o ne in his 
breast, and then paraded thro ugh the Indian 
quarter iu tho Madiso n Square garden fro m 
10 o ’clo ck in the mo rning until no o n. 
Buf­ 
falo Bill then ¡wrsuaded him to take the 
tkeWei's o ut. 
Bro ncho Bill, the Iudian interpreter o f the 
Wild W est, to ld a repo rter th at the Indians 
while o n the plains, when m o urning in this 
fashio n, were accusto med to hang the head o f 
a Buffalo , o r o f a co w upo n the skewer in 
tho breast and to leav e it there until the flesh 
was pulled thro ugh. 
Muzza Iteing unable to 
get a buffalo ’s head, hung a heav y chain 
upo n his breast.

o n with great adm iratio n while he was un­ 
dergo ing the to rture.

THE FASTER’S FIRST DINNEfL 


Merlatti'« Knife and Fork Idle Even 
After the Fifty Day s' Fuat. 
Merlatti, contrary to ex pectation, accom­ 
plished his ex traordinary fasting feat, which 
commenced fifty day s before. 
There has 
been some J oubt os to his having completely 
fulfilled! tho terms of his engagement, since 
h© began to toko a little chemically prepared 
wine at 5 :30 o’clock one afternoon, the stipu­ 
lated time being 0:30. 
Ho was nIso give n 
some pepsum and meat powder, but bis 
stomach rejected them. The wine, howt ver 
did him good, and ho was able to swallow it 
in repeated gulps and with infinite relish 
According to the opinion of some of the 
doctor* he will l» e unable to cat uny solid 
food for twenty -five day s to come. 
Those who flocked to the Grand Hotel 
recently for tho purpose of seeing the Italian 
take his first installment of nourishment wero 
rather disappointed at finding, not the corps© 
like form which they ex pected, but i man 
still apparently in health and spirits, although 
languid in body and amende in feature 
Merlatti was propped up on pillows and r< 
elined on a couch, near which were ex hibited 
some of biii drawings. 
A long counter kept 
tho frequent and inquisitive crowds of men 
and women who thronged to see him from 
approaching too near his resting place. 
The 
comparative healthiness of tho man’s appear­ 
ance after so long a fast can only be attribut­ 
ed to tho fact that tho pangs of hunger are 
mitigated and intermittent after the first five 
or six day s. Thus, when I first raw Merlatti 
there was a strong ex pression of pain on his 
face, and his ey es were of an unnatural 
brilliancy . These sy mptoms were quite con­ 
sistent with his case, becauso tho agony of 
hunger is most acute in the earlier stages of 
suffering. 
Hinco then he has been in a state 
of languor and ex haustion, varied occasion­ 
ally with feverishness, pains in the head, 
frenzied dreams and touches of madness. 
Latterly ho had begun to suiter mo re 
severely in tho head and sto mach, bu t his 
energy lias enabled him to persist in his dc 
termination to the bitter end. 
Effo rts were 
of course made to make him break his fast a 
fortnight ago, y et thoro is every reason to 
believe that ho has dono his best 
to subsist o n 
nothing during tho fifty day s but the filtered 
water. 
I left Merlatti this ev ening at the 
banquet, over which he presided, in 
the 
Grand Hotel. 
Every seat at the tables was 
full, and nearly one hundred guests, amo ng 
them being some women and children, wero 
present. 
The Italian wit among tho mem 
bers of tho medical committee, a lady being 
on his left. 
He seemed to regard the ric h 
viands, appetizing sauces and sparkling 
wines spread out in profusion befora him 
with a half sad, half amused air, but his 
knife and fork wero silent amid tho cl it ter 
of plates and tho popping of champagne.- 
Paris Cor. London Telegraph. 


D anish th e R ailroad Stoves. 
For the last forty y ears, sinco railroads 
have been equipped with heavy cars and 
run at high rates of speed, scarcely a y ear 
has passed without tho loss of life from burn 
ing car wrecks. Tho method of heating cars 
now is substantially tho same as it was forty 
y ears ago. 
Each car has a stove, and th*> 
only improvement y et made is a better sy stem 
of securing them more firmly and putting 
them in a sort o f metal casing. 
But tho be 
ginning of the present y ear has shown again, 
and with horrible emphasis, that the precau­ 
tions against tho burning of wrecked cars 
are totally inadequate, and that tho present 
sy stem o f heating should be superseded by 
something radically different. 
The method employ ed upon tho elevated 
railroads in this town shows that a train of 
cars can bo perfectly heated without tho pos­ 
sibility of fire in case of accident. 
That 
method consists in a pipe furnished with 
steam from the locomotive, and it serves th< 
whole train, each car being heated equally 
from end to end. 
It is a very simple plan, 
and it should be adopted upon all railroads. 
There would be another very great ad­ 
vantage in the use of this sy stem. 
As it is 
now, the brakeman tends the stove, and as 
he has other duties, he piles on all the coal 
the stove will hold and lets it go. 
The usual 
result is that when thero is any fire at nil it 
is a roarer, enough to roast any thing as far 
away as the six th row of seats and to give 
all the passengers headache. 
But if the en­ 
gineer controlled the beating he would be 
able to regulate it with more constant atten­ 
tion and more disinterested judgment. 
By 
nex t y ear there should not be a single stove 
in use in a passenger train in this whol* 
co untry , and if the 
present engines are not 
big eno ugh to supply the additional steam 
required bigger o nes sho uld be pu t in their 
o laceg.—New Yo rk Sun.

“ Then there was the wifo o f Gen. J . E. B.

You may see in a 
child pcrha|>s the violence or the sullen tem­ 
per, or tho perversity , or ihe want of veraci­ 
ty , os the cum.« may Ijc, which characterizes 
not either of the parents themselves, but may 
be recognized in this uncle or that aunt, or

and apply one continuously until relief is ob­ 
tained.-Herald of Health. 


A n aly zed th e A shes. 
Two barns said to bo filled with unthrashed 
wheat wero recently burned in Germany . 
They were insured, but it was impossible to 
collect, because the claim was made that the 
contents of the barns wero simply straw. 
When the affair got into the courts, chemical 
ex perts wero called to analy ze the ashes. 
Wheat contains a large quantity of phos­ 
phoric acid, almost ten times as much os does 
straw. Naturally , in the burning of these 
barns, wood ashes, cement, and other mineral 
substances were mix ed with the ashes sub­ 
mitted to the chemists, bu t none o f theso 
ad­ 
mix tures contain pho spho ric acid. The ex ­ 
perts found that o f two samples placed in 
their hands o ne co ntained lU.2 po r cent, and 
the o ther 19 per cant o f the acid, thus pro v ing 
co nclusiv ely * that tho farmers ware in tho 
right, and tho insumno o co mpanies in tho 
wro ng.—F.imnan's Ho rald.
